CITY'S WAGE INCREASES 
• M*k lrig wage and salary adju stments to satisfy 
employes and stay within the money allocated for 
that pu rpose has not been the easiest task of con­ 
fronting city cou ncil. In most cases It may be said 
that Increases to be incorporated in an ordinance be­ 
ing prepared for cou ncil’s action next Tu esday will 
satisfy employes, bu t in so doing cou ncil may not stay 
within the one mill levy voted 
by 
the people last 
month. If fu ll time Is work ed the city will be short 
same $6,000. 
Pu ll time Isn’t expected in all cases, 
bu t It’s not the best of financing to face a maximu m 
payroll which cannot be met by fu nds voted for that 
pu rpose. 
It may be said that cou ncil Is not k eeping faith 
wRh the voters, who approved the one mtU levy with 
the u nderstanding that It wou ld be su fficient. How­ 
ev er, no one can find fau lt with cou ncil’s attempt 
to pay city employes nearer the scale received by 
wo rkers In Indu stry. 
It Is difficu lt enou gh to k eep 
city employes when they cou ld get higher wages by 
going Into war indu stry. 
The most seriou s aspect of the proposed wage and 
salary ordinance is the fact that it provides some 
o bv io us Inequ alities. 
It applies only to non-e’.ectlve 
o fficials and employes, bu t it pu ts the elective of­ 
ficials in a most u nfavorable position. That situ ation 
cannot be corrected at once, as salaries of elective 
o fficials cannot, by law, be Increased du ring their 
ternis of office. Bu t as soon as the non-electlve em­ 
ployes su re tak en care of, 
cou ncil 
can 
prepare to 
eliminate inequ alities by providing for at least one 
increase after the present term 
ex pires. 
We refer to the office of city au ditor, who now 
beco me« the lowest paid city official. The %au ditor’s 
salary Is $2,000 a year and the .mayor receives 
$2,100, 
althou gh the latter receives fees from cou rt cases In 
addition to his salary. 
Proposed Increases will give 
thd service director, police and fire chiefs more than 
$9 60 a year more than the au ditor. These increases 
are deserved, as are the others, bu t they are pointed 
ou t merely for comparative pu rposes. The new ordi­ 
nance also will give regu lar police and firemen more 
than the au ditor, laborers slightly more if they work 
fu n time, the city health nu rse within a few dollars 
of the au ditor’s salary, and the city hall stenographer 
wiU receive only $140 a year less than Is paid the city 
au ditor. 
The city engineer, who now receives $2,400, is to 
be bo o sted to $2,700, mak ing him the highest paid city 
official. Why, nobody seems to k now. 
An engineer 
who Is employed fu ll time Is worth that mu ch, can 
mak e mu ch more than that in private practice. Bu t 
Salem has not had fu ll-time services from Its engi­ 
neer for many years and it seems odd that his salary 
shou ld be placed so mu ch 
higher 
than any other 
official 
, 
Bu t getting back to the au ditor, one cannot over­ 
look the fact that Au ditor Karl L Webster is the 
most poorly paid official In view of the job he has 
done for the city. His 
carefu l handling of the city’s 
finances has made it possible 
for 
the 
wage and 
salary increases now being provided for others. That 
is tru e becau se he alone has set the city’s financial 
hou se In o:der, and withou t that even a one mill levy 
voted by the people at 
this time cou ld not have pro­ 
vided enou gh money to pass ou t to employes. 
When Webster became au ditor some ten years ago 
the city’s bonded indebtedness was practically one 
million do.lors. Today it is $184.000 and with retire­ 
ment of bonds du e next year the city will end the 
calendar year of 1943 with a bonded indebtedness of 
only $141,650. 
That is a record which many cities 
wou ld be prou d to acclaim. 
And Salem Is in that 
envlab’e position solely becau se Karl Webster has 
been a real “watch dog of the treasu ry". 
Not only 
have his efforts brou ght abou t .this vast redu ction in 
the city’s bonded indebtedness, bu t they also have 
k ept city cou ncllmen and other city officials from

Steel, copper and other metals, 
many kinds of wood, nearly

therefore, has prohibited use of 
these materials in making thou­ 
sands of civilian items. While the 
change hasn’t been very apparent 
on store shelves yet, because of big 
stocks of manufactured goods ac­ 
quired before the limitation orders, 
the lines will run out one day. 
We asked an official In the Of­ 
fice of Civilian Supply about the 
outlook. Here’s his consolation: 
“We ought to celebrate shortages. 
Nearly every one of them means 
that our war production is oiling 
toward victory.”

COLUMBUS. Dec. 3.~01)lo's .n- 
dependent ;md county fairs, desig­ 
nated as definite contributors to 
the war effort, had a go-ahead to­ 
day from the executive committee 
of the Fair Managers' association to 
operate in 1943.

group was considered among the 
top dogs on the desert. 
It is recorded that the 57th des- 
destroy ed 44 planes, probably des­ 
troy ed seven more and 
damaged 
20%. 
I asked the U. S. army air forces 
statistician how under the sun he 
could figure that half a plane was 
damaged. 
"Well.” he grinned, 
"it

that a British plane and an Amer­ 
ican plane got after 
the 
enemy 
machine together and damaged It 
So we give each air force credit 
for half. 
We are accurate.”
